The  Coral  Lily 


LILIUM  TENUIFOLIUM 


BEYOND  doubt  the  most  brilliant 
Lily  in  cultivation.  The  flowers 
are  a  shining  coral-red  with  a 
decidedly  orange  glow.  To  illus¬ 
trate  this  color  accurately  is  im¬ 
possible.  Like  the  Regal  Lily,  it 
is  one  of  the  simplest  kinds  to  grow. 
It  is,  however,  not  as  tall  a  variety. 
Its  requirements  are  the  same  as 
that  of  the  Regal  Lily  but  it  has 
the  advantage  of  being  very  easily 
grown  indoors.  Plant  three  hulbs 
in  a  $  or  6-inch  pot,  keep  in  a  cool 
place  for  6  weeks,  then  put  in  sunny 
window  and  water  carefully.  If 
planted  outside,  best  effects  are  ob¬ 
tained  if  three  or  five  bulbs  are  set 
closely  together.

Plant  in  September, 
October,  November, 
March,  and  April.  Fall 
planting  is  preferred  but 
Spring  planting  is  al¬ 
most  as  good.  Set  bulbs 
4  to  5  inches  deep,  in 
any  soil  not  too  wet, 
either  in  light  shade  be¬ 
tween  plants  and  shrubs 
or  in  full  sun  in  the  bor¬ 
der.  By  any  soil  we 
mean  just  what  we  say. 
Regal  Lily  grows  every¬ 
where,  in  sand  or  hard 
clay,  in  loam,  in  gravely 
soil,  anywhere,  provid¬ 
ing  it  is  not  too  wet.
